Enslaving Professions 


The proposal of the Alberta govern- 
ment to assume the licencing and infer- 
entially the control of all the professions 
is iniquitous and presumptuous for two 
reasons: 

1. Because it is an unwarranted intru- 
sion into the freedom of private enterprise. 

2. Because the provincial government 
has failed badly in the attempts it has al- 
ready made to licence certain activities and 
aspects of life. 

With regard to Number 2, no one is 
likely to entrust with any degree of con- 
fidence, the control of the medical, legal, 
engineering, architectural, pharmaceuti- 
cal, accountancy and other professions to a 
government which sells licences to drive 
motor cars without making the slightest 
attempt to disvover if the licencee is cap- 
able of driving a car. 

The sale of drivers’ licences is a purely 
commercial transaction for the purpose of 
revenue. In what respect would the licenc- 
ing of doctors or lawyers prove to be 
different? ; : 

The province imposes certain restric- 
tions on the sale of marriage licences. That 
is to say the applicants for a marriage li- 
cence must produce a certificate showing 
that they have been tested for venereal di- 
seases. They are not required to produce a 
certificate showing they are free of such 
diseases. It is enough that they have been 
tesicd Marriages usually take place be- 
fore the tests are completed or made 
known. No machinery exists for halting a 
marriage in case either or both parties are 
diseased. 

This futile system is a joke even among 
those who administer it. 

Are the professions to be licenced on 
the same lunatic basis of inefficiency? 


At present al) the major professions 
control their own membership. They fix 
their own standards, set their own qual- 
ifications and decide who may or may not 
be considered competent to practice in the 
districts under their direction. 

And, in general, they make an excellent 
job of it. 

There have been some abuses. There 
are abuses in anything. f ; 

But when proponents of this fascist 
plan start talking about the medical pro- 
fession keeping European doctors out of 
practice in Alberta, they are simply talking 
through their hats. 

The fact is that among the displaced 
persons claiming to be physicians were & 
number of graduates from European med- 
ical schools of exceedingly low standards. 
Other applicants for admission to practice 
produced credentials that were obviously 
and crudely forged. 

The medical profession, in this matter, 
acted entirely in the interests of the public 
and protected the public from incompetent 
and dangerous men. 

Government control of the professions 
is anathema to professional efficiency. 
This is well illustrated in England where 
the Socialist government has made such 
an utter mess of state medicine that even 

now the best qualffied physicians, led by 
the King’s own doctor, are talking of quit- 
ting their profession until more tolerable 
conditions are brought about. 

This is a province supposed to be de- 
voted to the principle of private enterprise. 

Self-control and the self-discipline of 
the professions is the finest example of 
private enterprise operating at its best. 

The provincial vernment has no 
right to lay a fascist d on it. 


Great Spiritual Leader Passes 


Canada has lost a great spiritual lead- 
er in the untimely death of Dr. George 
Frederick Kingston, Archbishop of Nova 
Scctia and Primate of the Church of 
England in Canada. ‘ 

Archbishop Kingston had held his pri- 
ly three years. Yet in those three 
years, organizational and administra- 
tive ability had been well-established. 

Like the late Great Archbishop Temple 


of Canterbury, his leadership, of tremen- 
dous and unusual promise, was too brief 
to come to full fruition. 

Dr. Kingston was an exceedingly cap- 
able man. He was a godly man. He was 
a man of deep devotion and of wide human 
sympathies. 

He was an inspiration to every Chris- 
tian in this country and every Christian, 
in varying degrees, will feel his loss. 


Mayor Parsons Should Spare Himself 


All Edmonton will be grieved and 
shocked to learn that the state of Mayor 
Sidney Parsons’ health necessitates a pro- 
longed sojourn in another climate. But all 
Edmonton will not agree with the tentative 
decision of the city council that the mayor 
should be given a three-months leave of 
absence for recuperation. 

The kindest thing the city council can 
do to Mayor Parsons is to give him a 
year’s salary, ask for his resignation and 
hope that he will be sufficiently restored 
to health to contest the mayoralty again 
next November. 

It is not greed for power or authority 
that impels the mayor to retain his office. 
It is devotion to duty. Edmonton has sel- 
dom had a chief magistrate who has 
worked so diligently and exhaustingly at 
his job as Sidney Parsons. 

But it is most unfair to ask him to 
continue in this grinding task. He should 
be made perfectly free to pursue health 
with the full salary that should accrue 
to him at the end of the year. 

Nor is it fair to the city, to be perfectly 
candid, to have to do with makeshift and 
temporary mayors during these crucial 
times. 


ODDS AND ENDS 


Town planning is in its formative 
stage; a civic survey is going on; the city 
is in the throes of an unparalleled rapid 
growth. 

All this requires a steady continuity of 
policy and a strong controlling hand that 
can only be afforded by a mayor duly 
elected by and responsible to the people. 

What is true of Mayor Parsons is true, 
in another sense, of Alderman Dr. Rupert 
Clare who seeks a six months leave of ab- 
sence to pursue his medical studies on a 
fellowship in New York. 

Dr. Clare has been a quiet but useful 
and enterprising alderman whose term of 
office expires next November. 

Instead of coming back to put in a few 
months of his term, it would be much better 
if Dr, Clare would resign outright and run 
again next November with the good wishes 
of thousands of people in this community. 

The pressure of circumstances in Ed- 
monton right now requires a full active 
council and a full time mayor in robust 
health. 

Perigrinating aldermen and convales- 
cent mayors have our sympathy and best 
wishes. But they cannot give this city the 
kind of government it deserves and must 
have.

Dog Racing Poor 
Man’s Royal Sport 


Dog racing in the States seems 
to have become a kind of poor 
man’s sport of kings, 

Here in Phoenix, Arizona, the 
greyhounds race nightly except 
Monday, admission is 30 cents, 
there's no such thing as a club- 
house set and the two-buck bet 
reigns supreme, 

As a sport, it’s not to be com- 
pared with horse racing, There's 
no cry of “They're off!” no thun- 
dering of hooves, none of the 
changing positions throughout the 
running. 

The races are 550 yards and 
600 yards and since a greyhound 
will go over the 600 yards in 
about 35 seconds it's all over— 
Zzzzzt!—like that, 

The dogs usually run in a tight 
pack, although occasionally a dog 
will take an early lead and stretch 
it. Most races are decided by 
photo. Unless you're standing at 
the finish line you seldom know 
for sure that your mutt lost until 
the result is put on the board. 

The greyhounds are beautiful 
to watch. At first you are apt to 
feel that it’s a dog’s life, and 
there's a strong feeling against 
the sport in SPCA circles, but 
the dogs seem to enjoy it. 

Perhaps because the races 
themselves are inclined to be 
dull, the tracks put on a very 
colorful show, 

Washington Park, here at Phoe- 
mix, where there’s an average 
nightly attendance of a couple of 
thousand, is a very attractive 
layout. 


Layout Is 
Attractive 

Gay awnings cover the pari- 
mutuel windows. A ring of palm 
trees, floodlit by yellow lights 
from below, girdle the track. 
The infield is bright with tropical 
plants. The “paddock” and ken- 
nels are made of gleaming alum- 
inum. 


The stewards are dressed in 
scarlet tunics with blue, long- 
peaked jockey caps and are 
under the control of an Adonis 
who seems to be wearing the 
summer uniform of a full admiral 
of the Navy.

Parenis are

and development. Many of these

do not last forever and are mere- 
ly things to pass off without too 
much worry.

You can't beat Communism 
with mere negative reaction from 
the Right (call it Fascism or, any 
other name), 

But Communism might well 
have the political ground cut
